Washington, March 5. —Messrs. Wol- 
marans and Weasels, the Boer repre- 
sentatives, were received by Secretary 
of State Hay at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
It was distinctly understood that the 
Boers were to be received as private 
citizens, and Mr. Hay talked to them 
freely with this understanding. The 
principal object of the delegates was to 
induce the United States government to 
do something to terminate the present 
struggle in South Africa, although they 
were not very specific as to what they 
wanted. The Secretary of Stale heard 
them attentively, but recommended that 
the Boers see Mr. Roosevelt and ascer- 
tain his views. 

This they agreed to do, and later in 
the day, accompanied* by Dr. Frederick 
Muellea, of the former Orange Free 
State, called at the (White House. They 
were received by President Roosevelt in 
the library and remained about 15 min- 
utes. They called as private citizens 
and not in their official capacity as Boer 
representatives. Mr.. Roosevelt listened 
attentively to what they had to say. and 
then informed them that the United 
.Spates government cannot and will not 
interfere in the struggle. 

A mutter of complaint by the delegates 
was the shipment of homes and mules 
and provisions from the United States 
for the British forces in South Africa. 
Secretary Hay went over this subject 
very carefully with them, citing nuthor- 
t iies ami precedents, -which he pointed 
out Conclusively established the lack 
of authority on the part of the general 
government to stop the United States 
farmer from shipping his provisions and 
the stock-raiser" from selling his produce 
anywhere in the world, where he could 
get the best price. 'He also pointed out 
that the government's uttitute in this, 
as in other matters connected with the 
South African war, had beeu strictly 
neutral, and that the government had 
done nothing to prevent shipments o£ 
commodities to the Boer forces.

WRkesbarre, Pa., March 5.— The 
iWyoming' Valley, which is just recover- 
ing ifrom the effects of the big flood, was 
visited by a heavy snowstorm this 
morning. The railroads are badly crip- 
pled. A blizzard is prevailing in the 
country districts. 

Shamokin, Pa., March 5. — 'Since early 
today this place has been in the grip 
of a blizzard. Suow has fallen to tho 
depth of a foot. A high wind ds causing 
the snow to drift in the mountain passes 
to n depth of from two to eight feet. 
Collieries iare idle and railroad traffic 
is- at a .standstill. 

Passaic, N. J., March 5.— The flood in 
this city and Wellington has subsided, 
the water having fallen five feet since 
yesterday. The work of searching for 
bodies of victims is at a standstill, ow- 
ing to the snowstorm that 5s raging to- 
day. The trolley traffic has again been 
stopped. 

Boston, Mass., March 5.— The heavy 
storm struck Boston at noon today in 
the form of snow, which fell throughout 
the afternoon. 

Blmdra, N. Y., March 5— A' heavy snow 
storm set in this morning ami, the entire 
Chemung Valley is covered with snow- 
to the depth of eight inches, with pros- 
pects of a foot of snow before morning 
•stopping "telegraph and telephone service. 
The railroads are experiencing difficulty 
in running trains. On account of the 

r «'< t Hoods which covered one third of 

the city, the snow storm is a great hard- 
ship to the poor people of the Hooded 
sections. 

■Whitehall, \. Y.. March 5.— The worst 
blizzard of the season struck northern 
New York this afternoon. Reports from 
various points state that a fierce gale i« 
raging with heavy snowfalls. The storm 
is fast extending north. 
. New York. March 5.— A sleet storm

sion by another fall of snow, which 
hampered the effort of the street-clean- 
ing department to clean the streets. The 
snow is dry and threatens to drift bad- 
ly.

COMING TO CANADA. 

Rush of Settlers from the United States 
Has Set In. 

Winnipeg, March 5.— A St. Paul, 
Minn., special to the Free Press reads: 
"The great rush of settlers to the 
Northwest has commenced. The ad- 
vance guard, variously estimated at 
from 1,500. to 2,500, passed through 
here to-day. To-morrow it is expected 
that this numlber will be doubled, and 
the increase will continue from day to 
day for the next six weeks." 

" The destinations of the settlers are 
as numerous ns the communities from 
which they hail. A large proportion of 
them are headed for the golden grain 
belt of Manitoba and i'/o Canadian 
Northwest. Many are leaving the 
leased lands of Iowa to branch out as 
bona fide settlers and homesteaders. In 
fact, the greater proportion of those 
who have passed through here to-day 
are actual settlers who are to take 
possession of lands already purchased. 
These farmers ure men of average 
means. They have not left their native 
states because they have failed to make 
money, hut because they have made 
enough to brunch out and enter still 
broader fields. They have made enough 
i in corn in Iowa and Nebraska during 
I the past two years to warrant large ex- 
penditures for latids upon which they 
lean construct homes of their own and 
be independent of the grasping land- 
lords. 

" A proportion of to-day's colonists 
are settlers who are seeking locations, 
and have taken advantage of the cheap 
rates offered by the railroads. Northern 
I Minnesota and Northern Dakota are 
sharing this general and welcome in- 
vasion from the soutli and southwest. 
The far western states are also going 
to receive a large influx of settlers." 



STRIKE OVEiR. 

Hud of the •Ivong Fought Contest of 
'Frisco Iron Workers. 

(San Francisco, Cain., March 5.— After 
continuing nine and a half months-, the 
strike of the iron workers of this city, 
which (began on May 1, of last year, to 
enforce a demand for a hour day, came 
to a formal end today. Two-thirds of 
tho unions composing the iron trade 
council, have acted upon a recommenda- 
tion made by that body advising that the 
strike be prosecuted no longer, and have 
voted to .allow their members to return 
to work. 



OlIAKIR PASHA ARRESTED. 

Consternation in Constantinople Over 
Frequent Banishments. 

Constantinople, March 4.— General 
Chakir Pasha, a brother of the late 
Grand Vizier, litis been arrested at 
Konsk, Island of -Pritikepos, about 12 
miles from Constantinople, in the sea 
of Marmora. The Sultan ordered Sand 
Kdin Pasha, ffhe military commander of 
Constantinople, to personally arrest 
Chakir Pasha. Accompanied 'by 10 offi- 
cers he started from Constantinople in 
a launch, crossed the Bosphorus. and 
landed on the Sciibnri shore at 2 o'clock 
in the morning. The party took a special 
train to Kartal and then in small boats 
proceeded to the island of Prinkepos, 
where they effected the arrest. The 
successive incarcerations and banish- 
ments of important dignitaries are caus- 
ing widespread uneasiness here.

Attempt to Start Revolution. 

Belgrade, Servia, March 5. — An ex- 
traordinary attempt, to start a revolution 
was made this morning at the frontier 
town of 'Shabats, a town on the Save, 
511 miles west of Belgrade, by a raid 
under the leadership of Alavantics, a 
relative of Prince Karagcorgevich, the 
pretender to the Servian throne. The 
result was that Alavantics was killed 
and his adherents were arrested. Ala- 
vantics wore the uniform of a general 
in the Servian army, ami accompanied 
by a handful of followers arrived r.t 
Shabats from Mitrowisz, on the Aus- 
trian hank of the Save, and called to 
the frontier guard to follow him. The 
latter, not suspecting anything wrong, 
accompanied the supposed general to the 
town hall where Alavantics ordered the 
men of the lire department to join him. 
The motley procession proceeded to the 
gendarmerie barracks where Alavantics 
paraded the gendarmerie. Two of the 
latter whose suspicions were aroused, es- 
caped and apprised the commander, dipt. 
Nikoi. Tlie latter, when he nrrived on 
the scene, called upon Alavantics to pro- 
duce some document as authority for his 
actions but was fired upon by the 
would-fte revolutionist and slightly 
wounded Nikio then promptly shot 
and kill' d Alavantics and caused the 
arrest of his followers.

CLAIMS DISALLOWED. 

Spanish Chflms Commission Decide Against 
Maine Victims. 

March (J.— The Spanish treaty claims 
commission has handed down a decision 
adverse to the claimants on account of 
death and Injuries received on tin; battle- 
ship .Maine, blown up la Havana harbor. 
The commission holds that Individuals or 
citizens of one nation may arise against 
the government of another nation for re- 
dress of injuries to persons or property 
which such citizens may have sustained 
from such government or ary of Its agents. 
Hut such Individual claims do not arise In 
favor of tile officers or seamen of a ship 
of war who receive In the line of duty in- 
juries to their persons for which a for- 
eign government Is responsible. The claim 
against the foreign government is wholly 
national, and all Injuries to such officers 
and seamen are merged In the national In- 
jury, and they can look only to their o«vn 
government for such remuneration as It 
may choose to give to them. 

The claims so far filed with tlie commis- 
sion, which will be affected by this decis- 
ion amount to about S2.500.0O0. which 
would probably have Increased to .$0,000.- 
0O0 bad the decision been favorable to the 
claimants.

Washington, March 5.— Messrs. Wol- 
marans and Wessels, the Boer repre- 
sentatives, were received by Secretary 
of State Hay at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
It was distinctly understood that the 
Boers were to be received as private 
citizens, and Mr, Hay talked to them 
freely with this understanding. The 
principal object of the delegates was to 
induce the United States government to 
do .something to terminate the present 
struggle in South Africa, although they 
were not very specific as to what they 
wanted. Tlie Secretary of State heard 
them attentively, but recommended that 
the Boers see Mr. Roosevelt and ascer- 
tain his views. 

This they agreed to do, and later in 
the day, accompanied by Dr. Frederick 
Mueller, of the former Orange Free 
State, called at the -White House. They 
were received by President Roosevelt in 
the library and remained about 15 min- 
utes. They called as private citizens 
and not in their official capacity as Boer 
representatives. -Mr. Roosevelt listened 
attentively to what they had to say, and 
then informed them that the United 
States government cannot and will not 
interfere in tlie struggle. 

A matter of complaint by the delegates 
was the shipment of horses and mules 
and provisions from the United States 
for the British forces in South Africa. 
Secretary Hay went over this subject 
very carefully with them, citing nuthor- 
liies and precedents, which he pointed 
out Conclusively established the lack 
of authority on the part of the general 
government to stop the United States 
farmer from shipping his provisions and 
the stock-raiser from selling his produce 
anywhere in the world, where he could 
get the best price. He also pointed out 
that the government's attitute in this, 
as in other matters connected with the 
South African war. had been strictly 
neutral, and that the government had 
done nothing to prevent shipments of 
commodities to the Boer forces.

In a letter received by the Secretary, 
of t'ne Bureau of Information from Hon. 
J. II. Turner, agent-general, there are- 
some very- interesting details as to tho 
work of the London office. Accompany- 
ing the letter is a copy of tlie lecture de- 
livered by Mr, Turner before the Royal 
Colonial institute on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 11, at which Lord Strathcona pre- 
sided and spoke. Gilbert Parker and' 
Admiral Freemantle were also present 
and addressed the meeting. The report 
will appear in the monthly proceedings 
of the Royal Colonial institute. 

Mr. Turner is preparing another lec- 
ture for the Imperial institute, and. as 
has already been stated in the press, has 
been delivering other addresses. lie 
speaks highly of the lantern slides sent 
him, and says they were, considered by 
London experts to be very excellent anil 
equal to the best English make. Ho 
asks, however, for a few subjects in ad- 
dition. One that is particularly attrac- 
tive is that or British Columbia homes of 
all classes and of places of recreation, 
such as Sangster's Plains. 

Mr. Turner says he has been receiv- 
ing a largo number of applications for 
information, both personally ami by let- 
ter, and at the time of writing had half 
a dozen from parties of means thinking 
of British Columbia as a good place to- 
live in. 

The proposal of the government to em- 
bark in a new plan for settlement of 
lands on the small holdings system, is 
already talked of in Loudon, and he 
says it is very desirable that it should 
be carried into successful effect at once; 

In connection with the inquiry insti- 
tuted regarding the Oriental trade on the 
following products, namely, pulp and pa- 
per, copper, iron, steel, lead, fish anil 
timber, and the manufactures thereof it, 
is interesting to know that the Agent- 
General has met with flattering encour- 
agement from the Foreign office as the 
following letter to him will show: 

"Sir: With reference to your letter of 
the the 30th ultimo, I am directed by 
the Martjuis of Lnnsdowno to transmit 
to you herewith a list of His Majesty's 
consuls in countries bordering 011 the Pa - 
cific ocean with whom the government 
of British Columbia may desire to cor- 
respond witli a view to tho development 
of the trade of that province. I am to 
say that the prospect that the British 
consular staff may prove of service to. 
tlie colonies in such matters is a source 
of much .satisfaction to Lord Lnnsdowne,. 
and that His Lordship would welcome 
any general suggestions for communi- 
cation to diplomatic to consular offi- 
cers as to furnishing statistics, etc., in 
the hope that by such means the useful- 
ness of the information supplied should 
be increased. Copies of your letter and' 
this reply will be sent to each of His 
Majesty's consuls concerned for his in- 
formation and guidance." 

The various letters to the consuls as a 
consequence were forwarded some time 
ago with instructions to t-eport fully up- 
on tho matters in question, and replies 
will be received direct at the Bureau of 
Provincial Information.

Trails Expected to Open Early 
This Spring— Projected 
bmelter. 



Atlin, J.*. C. -March 4.-Moran and 
Oarwk-uael, on Otter creek, above the 
aecond canyon, owners of several creek 
ami hydraulic leases, arc prospecting by 
a series of drifts, one 200 feet Jong, with 
side crosscuts. Last week they picked 
.up .two nuggets worth over $40 oacli. 
/The ground is estimated to run from 1_ 
,to 16 cents to the pan. Pay streak is 
ithe full depth of the face of the drifts. 
.The new drift runs 27 feet farther down 
,tho creek in Uie same pay and results 
ihiguly encouraging. The property has 
an excellent Lead of water and ample 
dumping ground. 

Gold Creek Las now been practically 
abandoned by the individual miners, ow- 
iing to excess of water on bedrock, pro- 
hibiting working without mechanical 
power and pumps. The ground 1,-ontains 
excellent pay, and is highly suitable for 
dredging; but capital is required. Leases, 
covering the most valualblc part af the 
ground, are owned by Dr. .Mitchell and 
'associates, who are now interesting capi- 
tal. 

Work on the Imperial mine, Munro 
mountain, .^hy 'Penrse and associates, is 
proving highly satisfactory. They are 
.stripping the ledge above the old work- 
ings and prospects by the mortaivshow 
gratifying results. They expect to put 
through a ^rusher and stamp mill in a 
few weeks. ' * 

The weather continues almost spring- 
like. The month of February, usually 
the coldest in the soaeoh, was excep- 
tionally mild. The lowest temperature 
recorded was 17 below, while the aver- 
age for the month was about 20 above 
zero. An early spring is anticipated.

COMING TO CANADA. 

Hush of Settlers from the United States 
Has Set In. 

Winnipeg. March 5.— A St. Paul, 
Mian., special to the Free Press reads: 
"The great rush of settlers to the 
Northwest lias commenced. The ad- 
vance guard, variously estimated at 
from 1,500 to 2,000, passed through 
here to-day. To-morrow it is expected 
that this number will be doubled, and 
the increase will continue from day to 
day for the next six weeks." 

"The destinations of the settlers are 
as numerous as the communities from 
which they hail. A large proportion of 
them are headed for the golden grain 
belt of Manitoba and tjfe Canadian 
Northwest. Many are leaving the 
leased lands of Iowa to branch out as 
bona lido settlers and homesteaders'.. In 
fact, the greater proportion of those 
who have passed through here to-day 
are actual settlers who are to take 
possession of lands already purchased. 
These fanners are men of average 
means. They have not left their native 
states because they have failed to make 
money, but because they have made 
enough to branch out and enter still 
broader [fields. They have made enough 
in corn in Iowa and Nebraska during 
the past two years to warrant large ex- 
penditures for lands upon which they 
can construct homes of their own and 
be independent of the grasping land- 
lords. 

" A proportion of to-day's colonists 
are settlers who are seeking locations, 
and have taken advantage of the cheap 
rates offered by the railroads. Northern 
Minnesota and Northern Dakota are 
sharing this general and welcome in- 
vasion from the south and southwest. 
The far western stales' are also going 
to receive a largo influx of settlers." 



SERVIAN OUTBREAK. 

Attempt to Start Revolution. 

Belgrade, Scrvia, March 5.— An ex- 
traordinary attempt to start a revolution 
was made this morning at the frontier 
town of Slinbats, a town on the Save. 
.">(> miles west of Belgrade, by n raid 
under the leadership of Alavantics, a 
relative of Prince Karageorgevich, the 
pretender to the Servian throne. The 
result was tlfnt Alavantics was killed 
and his adherents were arrested. Ala- 
vantics wore the uniform of a general 
in the Servian army, and accompanied 
by a handful of followers arrived at 
Shabats from Mitrowisz, on the Aus- 
trian bank of the Save, and called to 
the frontier guard to follow him. The 
latter, not suspecting anything wrong, 
accompanied the supposed general to the 
town hall where Alavantics ordered the 
men of the lire department to join him. 
The motley procession proceeded to the 
gendarmerie barracks where Alavantics 
paraded the gendarmerie. Two of the 
latter whose suspicions were aroused, es- 
caped and apprised the commander, Capt. 
Nikoi. The latter, when he arrived on 
the scene, called upon Alavantics to pro- 
duce some document as authority lor his 
actions but was fired upon by the 
would-be revolutionist and slightly 
wounded. Nikio then promptly shot 
and killed Alavantics and caused the 
arrest of his followers. 



ARRKSTED FOR MURDER. 

Man Believed to Be Knuffman Captured 
in Fort William. • 

Fort William. Out., March 5.— A man 
answering the description of Kauffnian, 
the Swede, wanted for murder in San 
Francisco,- was arrested here this morn- 
ing by Constable Dodds, of Fort Wil- 
liams, and Emmons, of Hat Portage, 
lie came in on a freight train shortly 
after 7 o'clock and is detained on .1 
charge or trespassing. lie hud come 
from Vancouver and had worked for two 
months, until the middle of Bebruary, 
in the Brunswick hotel, at Brandon. 
His left hand has been injured and the 
wrist is badly scarred and the ends of 
two lingers gone. He "is a short, heavily- 
built man, ami takes his arrest very 
calmly. No weapons win- found on 
him, only a razor. The prisoner was 
brought up before Magistrate McDoug- 
nll this morning and remanded on a 
charge of trespassing until Tuesday, 
March 11.

CUSTOMS SALE OF 
UNCLAIMED GOODS 



A Varied Assortment — Buyers 
of Seaied Trunks Find 
Strange Contents. 



The sale of unclaimed, abandoned and 
seised goods, and those things which 
have remained iu bond for over two 
years, was held at the Customs house 
yesterday morning, Mr. Jones being the 
auctioneer. There was a fair attend- 
ance, and about $1,000 was realized for 
the goods sold, which included a hetero- 
geneous lot. The greater portion of the 
packages were opened to the view of the 
bidder, which removed much of the 
humor from the sale. In the past the 
goods had been sold like schoolboys 
trade knives, "sight unseen," but there 
was much complaint from buyers who 
bought a book of catalogues ill the hope 
that it contained Chamber's Encyclo- 
paedia, or some other book. The last 
straw was a complaint from the pur- 
chaser of a box of prunes, which had 
been advertised as having been kept for 
two years before they were sold. He 
compialned that they had become bad 
and wanted his money back. Therefore 
Mr. Marohant, appraiser, decided to sell 
the goods, excepting the baggage, in 
plain view. 

There were two trunks, a dunnage 
bag and a package of baggage, which 
were bought without knowledge of the 
contents. One trunk was purchased by 
a well known Saanich resident, who 
opened it at the sale and found a 
strangely made bicycle, with wooden, 
drum-like wheels, like garden rollers— a 
machine used by a trick performer, and 
left behind with unclaimed theatre bag- 
gage. The purchaser of the other trunk, 
declining offers from .bystanders for it, 
hurried to examine it in the secrecy of 
his home. The purchaser of the miner's 
dunnage bag found inside a pair of 
blankets and an old pair of rubber 
boots. 

The goods sold were varied. There 
was everything from cases of Hirano 
mineral water, labels, old clothes and al- 
manacs and catalogues, to boxes of 
cigars and 'Chinese wines. One pur- 
chaser, who bought what his lot de- 
scribed as a case of fruit, found that he 
had secured the 'Christmas present of 
one of the crew of H. M. S. Phaeton. It 
contained sonic jars of home-made lire- 
serves and a supply of English comic pa- 
pers from friends in Hull. Another man 
bought a ense of books to find that the 
books were rules and regulations of a 
defunct society, and so it was— there 
were bargains and there were sells.

To Richard MeBride, Esq., 

Leader of His Majesty's Opposition. 
Dear Mr. MeBride:— This is an occasion 
of keen, not to say ncrid, political strife. 
You have been elected leader of the 
Opposition, which is composed almost 
wholly of former supporters of the gov- 
ernment. That Opposition you organ- 
ized in its present form through your 
own personal efforts, and you naturally 
expect if the government is defeated to 
form an administration. Your ambition 
to be leader of a government and pre- 
mier of British Columbia is in itself a 
laudable desire worthy of the ambition 
of any young man of ability and of at- 
tractive demeanor such as you possess. 

So far as your position is concerned, 
t is at least consistent; you resigned from 
the government as a protest against tho 
taking of J. C. Brown into the cabinet. 
Whether this was on grounds of personal 
and political hostility to Mr. Brown, or 
for reasons of public policy, it is not 
necessary to enquire. You resigned. As 
a further protest you assisted ill the de- 
feat of Mr. Brown in New Westminister 
city by nominating and supporting Mr. 
Clifford. It is true Mr. Clifford bad 
been a supporter of Mr. Martin and had 
actually been chairman of Mr. Brown's 
committee in 10(h); but it was, never- 
theless your idea of beating the devil 
with his own club. You won out and 
you immediately took advantage of 
your triumph to oranizo the dissentient 
element in the government ranks, and 
all others you could influence. You suc- 
ceeded in your efforts— not as completely 
as you expected or desired— but you 
succeeded, nevertheless, in binding a cer- 
tain number of followers together ill a 
solid, or apparently solid, phalanx of 
opposition. You were elected leader as 
u recognition of your self-denial in resig- 
nation from otliee and your effort of get- 
ting even with your former colleagues. 
So far so good. Yon were quite "within 
your rights.

Let its now examine the ground upon 
which your fabric of oppositou is based, 
because you must understand that as 
leader of the Opposition you are are 
responsible for its conduct, you are ex- 
ponent of its policy and its guide and 
director of its destiny. You are it one 
and iudivisibly. Its conduct reflects on 
you and your own position in the Held of 
polities is inseparable from the attitude 
of your followers. With this under- 
standing in view, therefore, your policy 
must be considered. 

First, then, you have allied yourself 
with Mr. Bodwell who is candidate ill 

Victoria opposed to the government. It 
must he assumed that Mr. Bod well's 
opposition is based solely upon the fail- 
ure of the government to accept his 
terms fur the construction of the Vic- 
toria, Vancouver & Eastern. Had it 
been otherwise Mr. Bodwell would have 
been supporting the government now, 
and his ferry would have been running 
18 knots to the hour, and he would have 
been on the velvet. Your opposition to 
the government or the opposition of your 
followers to the government cannot be 
based on the government railroad policy, 
because you were a member Of the gov- 
ernment that formulated that policy, and 
you thumped the government benches as 
vigorously as anyone in its defence.

If we except 
the vacancy in Victoria as a matter 
upon which a difference of opinion might 
exist, there has been nothing to which 
you could reasonably demur, or to which 
you have demurred, as inconsistent with 
your policy while a member of that gov- 
ernment.

Timely Topics 



There is much talk in the air— and it 
is hot air, loo— as to the desirability or 
otherwise of lawyers in a cabinet. The 
people of Victoria are at present being 
requested to assist in putting five of die 
fraternity in power, but in the mean- 
time a few words on the vexed question 
may not be amiss. 

for purposes of discussion, the ques- 
tion may be belter divided into two 
Steads, each with its reply, as follows: 

Q. Is a lawyer a good thing to have 
in a cabinet'.' A. As a general propo- 
sition, yes. 

(I. Is a cabinet exclusively composed 
of lawyers, or having a majority of 
lawyers, a good thing'.' A. As an 
axiom of politics, most emphatically, No. 

There. Now the matter can be 
handled under two headings, temper- 
ately and judicially. 

As en hi nets are constituted, one law- 
yer at least is necessary, to lib the port- 
folio of attorney-general. You can 
make a clergyman minister of militia, on 
the "church militant" principle; you 
can anake a doctor minister of mines, 
because he is always digging holes in 
people; you can give the department of 
works to a book agent, if you like, on' 
the principle of tile eternal fitness ol 
things; but you cannot very well give 
the attorney-generalship to any but a 
duly quiililied lawyer. And, again, a 
lawyer's training of necessity makes his 
aid invuhiiibli — nay, often indispensable 
—ill the drafting of acts, government 
contracts, questions of procedure and 
precedent, and all the numberless little 
technicalities Which, properly attended' 
to, are like ball-hearings to .make the 
wiieels of government revolve smoothly 
and expeditiously. 

But 'when you come -to a government 
entirely composed of lawyers, or having 
a majority of lawyers in its ranks, you 
encounter a very different proposit.on. 
In the iirst place, a lawyer's lirst in- 
stinct, 'by professional (training, is to 
light another lawyer as soon as he sees 
him. This will not anake dor peace in 
your legal cabinet. liven a newsboy 
knows better than to hitch up two bull- 
terriers in his dog-sleigh and expect 
them to pull together for live minutes 
without lighting. 

Then, again, as a rule a lawyer is not 
a business man. This may seem sin 
astonishing statement, -hut if you con- 
sider for a moment, you can, by your 
own experience, verify the truth of it. 
There are some thousands of lawyers in 
the 'Dominion, but we dare swear that 
there are not over one hundred business 
men among them. It stands to reason. 
A lawyer is a creature of rule and rote 
and precedent. He interprets the law, 
but he does not make it, and on the 
occasions when public .folly allows him 
to frame legislation, he generally makes 
an atrocious mess of the job. His 
whole training is against his acquiring 

dminisiritivc ikil-U in the nmtttr cf 
handling the affairs of a country. He is 
loo much given to the line splitting of 
hairs, too much given to the subtleties 
of legal quibbling, too much given to re- 
gard the iworld at large as a box of jury- 
men, to he swayed and impressed by 
rhetorical declamation instead of ener- 
getic action. And you cannot run a 
country on hot air, though inanv have 
tried it. 



its pals were old enough in politics to 
know that a campaign of hoodlumism 
invariably alienates the decent element, 
which is always in the majority in a 
British community.

-Never was there a sadder illustration 
of the omnipresence of "the chiel amang 
ye takiu notes" than Mr. Bodwell's 
pathetic appeal on behalf of Chinese 
chenp labor to the attorney -general, 
that letter had lain unnoticed and un- 
heeded in the records of the depart- 
ment until brought to the ligSit of day in 
time to eheckmnte 'Mr. iBodwell, and to 
show to how small an extent the inter- 
ests of the people weigh with him. 

As far as can be judged from Mr. 
Bodwell's written statement, about tho 
first act performed by tho opposition if 
they were to get in power would be to 
lift the embargo on Chinese cheap labor, 
and inaugurate a "live immigration pol- 
icy" by importing a million or so of the 
frugal and industrious citizens of Pekin 
and Canton.

Mr. Richard Hall, M. P. 1'.. wis the 
iirsl speaker. 1!>' explained the various 
railway propositions that had been 
placed before the goverameut. The 
policy of the government in regard to 
railways was, he snid, ti> hoop control 
nf the rates, to supervise the construc- 
tion of lines, and also to Tax the mads 
to the extent Of 2 per cent, of the takings 
in return for the subsidies. The partic- 
ular railway which the- government was 
most anxious to have e. instructed, the 
Canadian Northern, would open up a 
Kp'teudid country to the miner and the 
.settlor, and it would al*r, build up the 
rcity of Victoria. Mr. Hall concluded 
with a spirited defence of the govern- 
ment and a strong appeal for the elec- 
tion of the government candidate, Col. 
Prior. (Cheers.) 

HON. I). M. EBERTS. 
The lion. D. M. Eberts said he was 
very pleased to lie present at the meet- 
in ir. especially as he had never address- 
ed a meeting in thai part of Victoria lie- 
Tore. He wns sure that if they elected 
Col. Prior they would never regret it. 
Jiveryone in Victoria knew that Col. 
Prior had the best interests of the city 
at heart. (Cheers. I The country had 
How the greatest issue that had been 
before it for years — the extension of the 
Canadian Northern to the Pacific Coast, 
junking Victoria the terminus, "When 
the Canadian Pacific railway lino was 
tflrst projected, the Canadian govern- 
ment had intended that the lino should j 
terminate at Esquimau and go through 
some of the country through which the 
Canadian Northern would pass. There 
would be no doubt that the route from 
Yellow Head Pass to Bute inlet would 
open up n magnificent country. Some 
of their opponents were saying that the 
urcnt scheme was a fake, hut he would 
like to point out that the Canadian 
Northern had been built already for 
;1.4(K) miles, and it was absurd to snp- 
IMise that a big firm like Mackenzie & 
iManii would fake Tip a contract for elec- 
tioneering purposes in Victoria. Some 
of those present doubtless knew some- 
thing of the country through which the 
C. N. It. was to becconstructed. He had 
recently had an interview with Mr. 
iHobsoa, manager of the Cariboo-Hy- 
draulic company, and Mr. 'Hobson, who 
was a man of great experience, had told 
him that there was more gold gravel 1U 
Cariboo for iiydrauliciug purjioses than 
in the whole of California, and also that 
lie believed his'property would pay enor- 
mously. Well, the Cariboo Hydraulic 
was only an exaniple of what many oth- 
er hydraulic companies would accom- 
plish. (Cheers.) There was also some 
nine grazing and agricultural land, and 
nil this country was lying dormant, and 
would remain so .until railway communi- 
cation was obtained. 

Mr. Wootton here interrupted the 
speaker to ask why the government had 
only brought forward the 'C. N. It. 
scheme on the eve of an election'.' 
. Hon. Mr. Eberts replied that negotia- 
tions between the government and 
Messrs. Mackenzie ,& 1M aim had been go- 
ing on since June last year, and that 
those negotiations had only just been 
{concluded. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Wootton, in -spite of the demands 
of the audience that he should sit down, 
continued to address the meeting on the 
alleged incompetency of 'Mr. Dunsmuir. 

Order being restored, Mr. EbeTts said 
that Mr. Dunsmuir did not pose as a 
speaker, but, for all that, 'those who 
came in contact with thelBremier knew 
that he was a sound business man, who 
thoroughly understood the business of 
the country. (Cheers.) With regard to 
the terms of the contract for the C. N. 
P.. he wished to emphasize the fact 
that the contractors Ijad agreed to ac- 
cept three per cent, bonds at 95, instead 
of a cash subsidy. (Hear, hoar.) That 
■relieved the government of all difficulty 
in that respect. Moreover, in a few 
years' rime the two per cent, on 'the tak- 
ings of the railway paid to the govern- 
ment would cover the iute.rest on those 
bonds. The la mi given to the company 
would also contribute to the revenue of 
the government -as soon as it was sot- 
tied. The whole contract wns a clear 
and simple proposition, and was with- 
out doubt a splendid thing for British 
/Columbia. In conclusion, ho would ask 
them not to lose the opportunity offered 
and to elect Col. Prior next Monday. 

HON. E. G. PRIOR. ' 
. The Hon. E, ft. Prior, who was re- 
ceived with applause, repeated the rea- 
sons which had induced him to join the 
government and become a candidate for 
the vacant seat in Victoria. The con- 
tract for the construction of the Cana- 
dian Northern would be in Victoria on 
Friday or Saturday, and /ae business 
men of the city would he able to judge at. 
Some people were saying that there was 
nothing in the contract binding the -con- 
tractors to make the terminus at Vic- 
toria. But when the contract arrived 
here, it would bo seen that there was 
such a clause, and no one need bo afraid 
on that score. He had large interests 
in Victoria, and he know the condition 
,vf business at present, and he believed 
that unless Victoria was made the ter- 
minus of a transcontinental lin~ 
of the business men would hnv 
,ttp shop and go elsewhere 
hardly understand how any people with 
the interests of Victoria ami the prov- 
sui'.. at heart could support Mr. Bod- 
well, who wished to postpone the build- 
ing of the Canadian Northern, and who 
had no programme at all except a 
scheme for the construction of the V. V.

He was convinced that 
the people of the province would soon 
see that they must thank the government 
for the efforts put forward to secure 
this railway. The people now had this 
splendid .scheme in their grusp— a scheme 
which' in this city they have wanted for 
over 20 years. 31 r. Bod well, the opposi- 
tion candidate, who nine years ago had 
wanted this road constructed, now ar- 
gued that it was too soon to bring the 
line here, and that at would be years 
before the contractors would lie actual- 
ly constructing the line at this end. In 
support of the latter idea Mr. Bodwell 
argued that it would cost (he contrac- 
tors too much to bring material to this 
end IWfore the line was constructed 
through the mountains. It had evident- 
ly never occurred to .Mr. Bodwell that 
the contractors would, commence oper- 
ations at this end. But Mr. Bodwell 
need not worry about Messrs. Macken- 
zie •& Mann, who knew their owu busi- 
ness very much better than -Mr. Bod- 
well. In conclusion, be would ask the 
electors to return Col. Prior, and so give 
the government a sufficient lease of life 
to enable them to complete the policy 
they had entered into, which would do 
so much for Victoria and the province 
generally. (Cheers.)

of it. If that contract had been got up 
as an election 'fake — as some people pre- 
tended to believe — the name of Victoria 
would have been written all over it;

Another clause 
in the contract thai had been adversely

They 
had already built a long line from il'ort 
Arthur, and they hail no other possible 
objective than the Pacific Coast. It was 
essential that the line should reach the 
Coast so that the railway could enter 
into tho growing trade with the Orient. 
The original objective point of the Can- 
adian Northern had been Port Simpson, 
but it was only natural that as their 
great competitor, the C. P. It., were at 
Vancouver, they should wish to come 
to Victoria, which was situated so ad- 
vantageously as a seaport and commer- 
cial centre. Now the electors were ask- 
ed to throw this great scheme overboard, 
and for what'.' In order to elect Mr. 
'BodwelP He did not wish to say any- 
thing against Mr. Bodwell, who was a 
very talented anil successful man. At 
the' same lime the interests which 
'Mr. Bodwell represented were those 
of a certain clique or railway promoters 
who simply wanted to get something OMj. 
of the country. And Mr. Bodwell. ou 
their behalf, had been very successful. 
There was tile Terminal railway sdheme 
for which Mr. Bodwell had got a lot of 
money out of Victoria. And what had 
Victoria got in return? A rotten old 
scow which had been condemned as uu- 
Beaiworthy —which had tipped over a lit- 
tle while ago when loaded witih coal!

Extract from K. V. ItodweH's speech. 

If ever a man convicted himself out of 
his own mouth. Mr. Bodwell has done so 
In the above statement. The facts rotating 
to the two RO-mlle sections have been re- 
ferred to before In your columns, and It 
lias been conclusively flhown that the pro- 
posal made by Sir. Bodwell to the govern- 
ment was an Ingenuous but transparent 
method of milking a lew upon the public 
treasury. Dad the government' been nils- 
led Into complying with Mr .ItodweH's 
demands, he would not now be found 
sneering at the smallness of the sum paved, 
taking his arithmetical plan for nrrlviiur nt 
the amount. The hill sum or $240,000 how- 
ever./ has been saved to Hie province, for 
Mr. Bodwell and his associates would have

the nrlr.e. The government not having full- 
rn Into the snare pot for them, he now 
Miners flint, as only twelve aides have bowi 
built, but $13,000 have been saved. The 



twelve miles of railway form the missing 
link of connection between the two sec- 
tions of the Washington ,t tireat Northern 
Hallway running from Marcus, on the Spo- 
kane ,t Northern to the Republic mining 
camp, and touching the boundary line at 
Cascade and Carson. Without this twelve 
miles of railway in British Columbia It 
would have been Impossible to have com- 
pleted tile railway to Republic. These two 
sections of the W. & (J. N. were built ill 
Washington without bonus from any 
source. The twelve mile section In tills 
province was vital to the completion and 
operation of the railway. The Great Nor- 
thern sought ao subsidy. Permission to 
build and thus complete their line was all 
that thev desired or expected. Having ar- 
ranged with the V. V. ,t E. Co. for the 
use of their charter, they let the contract 
for tht work, the purveys having previous- 
ly been made and' the line started. This 
was the state of affairs while Mr. Bod- 
well, In Victoria, was using every argu- 
ment at his command to secure a bonus 
of $4,000 per mile to Induce Its construc- 
tion. Thi> audacity of this assault on the 
public treasury Is readily seen. Having 
the knowledge In Ids possession that the 
(treat Northern had made preparations to 
build this twelve- mile missing link and 
spurs to Fhoenlx and fJrantl Forks, with- 
out requiring anything further than per- 
mission mid power to' do so. Mr. Bodwell 
urged the government to grant the V. V. 
& 10. Co. $4,000 per mile, for without such 
aid. he claimed, this portion of the railway 
construction would be lost to the province. 
The following extract from Ills linn's let- 
ter to the irovermiieiit on behalf of the 
V. V. K Co.. dated April 3oth. 1001. will 
prove witli what inixloitH care il was 
sought to serve the province In this mat- 



lie of the belief that his hearers ami rend- 
ers are deficient in ordinary intelligence 
and penetration, and will not discern that 
the principles and motives which actuated 
him six or eight months ago are still pre- 
sent with hhn. It cannot be denied that 
his eastern ;iu inllo section would have been 
built by the Great Northern without bon- 
us. It cannot be denied that every ar- 
rangement for Its building had been entered 
into at the time Mr. Bodwell was beseech- 
lug the government to give a bonus and 
so secure its construction in 11)01. Twelve 
miles have been built, and the balance of 
the tto miles would have been under way in 
the latter part of the year had the coin- 
pan not ben enjoined by the courts from 
proceeding with the work. It has not been 
denied that 22: miles of the western sec- 
tion would have ibeen comprised of the 
mileage necessary to form a connection 
with the Oerat Northern branch south, of 
Westminster, and which must be built 
to complete the Victoria agreement. As a 
matter of fact, this mileage is now under 
construction without other bonus than the 
one Victoria will have to pay. With ad- 
mirable confidence in his ability to present 
a good case in a bad cause. Mir. Bodwell 
now asks the public tl consider what the 
country must have suffered by the failure 
of the Dunsmuir government to fall In 
with bis scheme, and claims that only S1S,- 
000 have ben saved by their action any- 
how. With all Ids cleverness, Mr. Bodwell 
will experience great difficulty in con- 
vincing anyone that a loss of any nature 
has been sustained by the province, and an 
equally difficult task In proving that the 
country has not saved $240,000 bv the gov- 
ernment's refusal of Ills proposals.

Mr. Bodwell's South Park Meet- 
ing a Fizzle— Other 
Meetings. 



The South Park school was brilliantly 
illuminated at S o'clock hist night, when 
Mr. Bodwell and the leading speakers of 
the opposition were to address n mass 
meeting in favor of the former gentle- 
man's candidature. Among , those pres- 
ent were noticed -Mr. MePhillips, 'M. P. 
I'., ex-Mayor Redferu, Mr. Green, Mr. 
Belyea, a Colonist reporter, a Colonist 
printer, the caretaker of tho South Park 
school, seven 'male children of tender 
years and assorted sizes, and a Gordon 
setter. There wasu't anybody else. 
There was no one on the platform, and 
the chair had no chairman. The time 
passed pleasantly, strolling around the 
lofty hall, admiring tho children's diplo- 
mats neatly f rained in dressod lumber, 
and studying the text chalked on the big 
black-board. That same text seemed 
to bear a certain grim and ironic com- 
ment on the subject matter of tho "mass 
meeting."

Everybody knows the character of the 
opposition and tho forensic eloquence 
of its leaders, who agree upon nothing, 
except to disagree with everyone else. 
These leaders lirst maintained that the 
government was not in good faith. They 
have been forced to abandon that 
ground. They then said 1 that iMossrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann would not sign. 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Maun have signed. 
They then said the government was 
afraid to bkow the draft of the agree- 
ment. The government has shown 
the draft of the agreement. They 
are now saying of course that tho 
contract contains Haws of more or less 
important a character. Most drafts do 
contain trivial flaws. Was it not Lord 
Brougham who said he could drive a 
coach and four through any act of Par- 
liament? Let the leaders of the opposi- 
tion exhaust their legal talent to criticize 
this contract. The point for the people 
is, that the government, the people, and 
the railway men understand each other, 
and that the road is to bo built, and built 
immediate!}'. The importance of this 
agreement, and its effect upon tho growth, 
and prosperity of the whole country is 
very great, but to the city of Victoria, 
designated as the terminus of this great 
railway system, local considerations en- 
hance the general advantage.

The announcement made yesterday by 
Premier Dunsmuir that the government 
would bring down a Redistribution Bill 
next week, shows that the government 
does not mean to light shy of any issue 
that concerns the country. There are 
anomalies in the distribution of scats in 
this province which ought to be rem- 
edied. Tho present government is pre- 
pared to remedy them. Wo only hopo 
that all parties in the House will sbow 
a proper appreciation of tho interests of 
tho whole community and use moder- 
ation and discretion in rofereuco to a 
necessary and legitimate reform, and 
will not set aflame the fires of sectional 
jealousy and ambition, although by rea- 
son of the composition of the opposition 
we doubt it. 



THE DRAIFT CONTRiAJCT. 

Tho peoplo of British. Columbia now 
know all about, the negotiations Ibetwoeu 
tho government and Messrs. Mackenzie 
& Maun, which have been i slowly cul- 
minating since last .Inly. H might be 
argued that it was hardly proper to bring 
down such a document as is now in pos- 
sesion of tho government, that tho right 
way for such a matter to ■come down 
was after the contract was embodied 
in a iBill for ratification by the House. 
But there were special reasons for tho 
course adopted. Insinuations were free- 
ly mado in the Jlouse and elsewhere that 
,1hc government had nothing to offer the 
country in tho way of a. railway policy, 
anil that the arrangement with Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann was only a pre-elec- 
tion doilgo which had no foundation in 
Tact. Tho action of the premier in giv- 
ing tho jH'opio the full confidence of 
the government is iu lino with his char- 
actor and intentions, and will meet popu- 
lar approval, even if tiomo might say 
that strict etiquette had been disregard- 
ed. "Phc government has nothing to be 
.-ill-aid of and nothing to conceal. To 
give this draft of tho agreement i<> His 
Majesty's Legal (wo mean ILoynl but 
this slip of the tongue is becoming 
habitual) 'Opposition to ponder over, is 
like throwing a bone with meat on it, 
to. a pack of hungry dogs. The more 
meat there is on it the more they will 
wrangle over it. But whatever they 
have to say about it. they cannot con- 
vince the peoplo of British Columbia that, 
ii does not mean the speedy construction 
of the road, and the speedy construc- 
tion of (he road under circumstances 
particularly favorable to IBritish Co- 
lumbia. Tho advantages gained l,y the 
province are: 

1. Tho speedier construction of tlic 
road than otherwise possible. 

'-!. A say in the questions of route and 
terminus limited only by the physical 
possibility or impossibility of locating a 
railway lino along the route chosen by 
the proviuco. 

4. Tho construction of the road from 
West io Kast, tints giving to British 
Columbia trade centres a great advan- 
tage they would otherwise lose. 

5. The filling up of the country from 
West to Kast '.is the road progresses, 
thus keeping (lie incoming population in 
touch, both in trade relations and more

On account of the pressure of other 
questions, in which Mr. Bodwell is in- 
terested, there is. no space to devote to 
any detailed discussion of the queries 
made to Mr. Bodwell yesterday. But tho 
questions are still there to be answered. 
The V. V. & E. scheme advocated by- 
Mr. Bodwell was not tho Coast-Koote- 
nay railway desired by the peoplo of 
British Columbia. The sixty miles he 
was willing to build were carefully ex- 
cepted, so far as a bond bonus was con- 
cerned, from the condition that the whole 
road bad to he completed before any 
liorus was paid. The contract is a cun- 
ning one; but it either bears on its face 
something Mr. Bodwell did not mean, 
or Mr. Bodwell meant something he 
never explained to the people of British 
Columbia. \

BOMViKLL AND CHINESE .UUR OB, 

i.Mr. E. V. Bodwell. as a public man. 
as a man demanding the suffrages of the 
people of Victoria, has frequently taken 
credit for his exertions in connection 
with the ttlrititsh Pacific' railway scheme 
with which tho name of Mr. ft. P. 
IUthct is identified. If .Mr. Bodwell 
takes credit fur anything he did in that 
connection, he must take tho responsi- 
bility fur ail he did. Mr. Bodwell can- 
not dodge in front of clients when then; 
is credit to be gained and dodge behind 
them when there is responsibility to be 
evaded. That description of "(Hide and 
seek" is a game that cannot be played 
with success. During tho negotiations 
over what is known as the British Pa- 
oilie, Mr. Itithet and his Victoria friends 
of whom we think Colonel .Prior was 
one, dropped nut of active participation, 
and g.tive way to a Chicago syndicate 
whose confidential representative in Brit- 
ish Columbia was Mr. E. V. Bodwell. 
Now thou, on July 20, 1892, Mr. Bod- 
wall wrote to tho government that the 
persons in Chicago whom he represented 
"are distant throo thousand miles, and 
are comparative strangers to the prov- 
ince. With rofereuco to the scheme they 
have bail no opportunity of personal in- 
vestigation." On June 22, 1892, he wroto 
that they could not be in Victoria before 
duly 5. Presumably they did not ar- 
rive before that date. The letter, whoso 
damning evidence wo quote in another 
column was written by Mr. 10. V. Bod- 
well to the government on the 19th of 
August, 1S92. Dock any human be- 
ing possessed of the power to think, 
imagine that comparative strangers to 
the province could, between the ."til of 
■fitly ami the 19th of August, conceive 
the idea that the people of British Co- 
lumbia wanted the road so badly that 
they would be willing to subvert tho 
whole national policy of Chinese restric- 
tion in order to obtain it. and would be 
willing to have it built under conditions 
fit' forced labor, a thousand times worse 
than the oft-times unavoidable employ- 
ment of Chinese labor permitted to come 
here at its own volition, and allowed io 
go or stay as it pleases. No. lit is in- 
conceivable. The unavoidable inference 
is that the suggestion emanated i from 
the agent of this Chicago syndicate, who 
was Mr. E. V. Bodwell himself. We 
know that a man of ingenuity, and who 
would deny that title lo Mr. Bodwell, 
can Bud as many loop holes as a cat bus 
lives. But if he can find any way to 
crawl out of his responsibility for that 
letter, after the public credit he has 
taken for his actions in the matter, ho 
is even more ingenious .than he has been 
thought. 

Mr. 'Smith Curtis is a friend of tho 
working man, a representative of the 
working man; he professes to have the 
interests of the white working man at 
heart, and we should be loath to believe 
that he has not. We challenge and defy 
Mr. Smith Curtis to get upon, any plat- 
form as a working man's representative, 
in support of the candidature of Mr. B. 
V. Bodwell after this exposure of .Mr. 
Bodwell's attitude to tho question of

Agent General Gives Information 
About Interest Token in 
British Columbia. 



In a letter received by the Secretary 
of the Bureau of Information from Hon. 
.1. II. Turner, agent-general, there are 
some very interesting details as to the 
work of the London office. Accompany- 
ing the letter is a copy of the lecture d 
livercd by Mr. Turner before the Royal 
Colonial institute on the evening f Feb 
ruary 11. at which 'Lord Strathcona pre- 
sided and spoke. Gilbert Parker and 
Admiral Freeinantle were also present 
and addressed the meeting. The report 
will appear in the monthly proceedings 
of tho Royal Colonial institute. 

Mr. Turner is preparing another lee 
lure for the Imperial institute, and, a 
has already been stated in the press, has 
been delivering other addresses. lie 
speaks highly of the lantern slides sent 
him. and says they were considered by 
•London experts to bo very excellent and 
equal to the best. English make. He 
asks, however, for a few subjects in ad- 
dition. One that is particularly attrac- 
tive is that of British Columbia homos () f 
all classes and of places of recreation, 
such as Sangster's Plains. 

Mr. Turner says he has been receiv- 
ing a large number of applications for 
information, both personally and bv let- 
ter, and at the time of writing had half 
a dozen from parties of means thinking 
of British Columbia as a good place to 
live in. 

The proposal of t ho government to em 
bark in a new plan for settlement of 
lands on the small holdings system, is 
already talked of in Loudon, and he 
says it is very desirable that it should 
be carried into successful effect at once. 

In connection with the inquiry insti- 
tuted regarding the Oriental trade on the 
following products, namely, pulp and pa- 
per, copper, iron, steel, lead, fish and 
timber, and the manufactures thereof it 
is interesting to know that the Agent- 
Cenoral has met with nattering encour- 
agement from the Foreign office as the 
following letter to him will show: 

"Sir: With reference to your letter of 
the the 30th ultimo, I nni directed by 
the 'Marquis of Lansdowne to trimstui' 
to you herewith a list of His Majestv's 
consuls in countries bordering on the Pa- 
eitie ocean with whom the government 
o!' British Columbia may desire to cor- 
respond with a. view to the development 
of the trade of that province. I am to 
say that the prospect that the British 
consular staff may prove of service to 
the colonies in such matters is a source 
of much satisfaction Io Cord Lansdowne, 
and that His Lordship would welcome 
any general suggestions for communi- 
cation to diplomatic to consular oili- 
cers as to furnishing statistics, etc., in 
the hope that by such means the useful- 
ness of the information supplied should 
be increased. Copies of your letter and 
this reply will he sent to each of His 
Majesty's consuls concerned for his in- 
formation and guidance." 

The various letters to the consuls as a 
consequence were forwarded some time 
ago with instructions to report fully up- 
on the matters in question, and replies 
will be received direct it the Bureau of 
Provincial Information.

Questions of Interest Discussed at the 
Regular Monthly Meeetiug. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
committee of the British Columbia 
Branch of the .Vary league was held 
yesterday afternoon, when a goodly num- 
ber attended.

SANATORIA J I 

A state sanatorium In the United States 
■neons an Institution fur th.- exclusive 
treatment of patients sufferlut; from pul- 
monary tuberculosis, created by tile funds 
of tile state and supported entirely or in 
part by rile state. The nrst slate sanator- 
ium ui America was erected a few years 
ago near Rutland, Mass. In this Institu- 
tion patients r>ay Qfty cents per day. Re- 
eently other states. New York, New Jer- 
sey, Iowa, Illinois. Maine, etc.. have pro- 
jected the building of similar Institutions. 

People's sanatoria In the United Suites 
are Instltuti on.s intended for tile poor and 
people in moderate circumstances, erected 
und maintained by private philanthropy. 
While In none Institutions patients receive 
medical treatment mid board gratuitously, 
in others they are supposed to pay part of 
the expense. 

I'eople's sanatoria in Germany have a 
somewhat different meaninc. There, the 
moment an Individual enters upon the ca- 
reer of an ordinary laborer or servant, he 
Is obliged to be Insured against flSckness, 
accidents and old aire. If he develops tu- 
berculosis, ho Is Immediately sent to one 
of the many sanatoria of that country. 
The government authorities, who are at 
the head of these state insurance compan- 
ies, have long since learned that by time- 
ly treatment in a sanatorium the tubercu- 
losis Individual Is most speedily and last- 
ingly cured, and consequently with the 
least expense.

Among the guests at the Dominion 
hotel is Fred C. Laird, of. Hitfkervilie, 
who for the past eight years has been 
putting up a good tight ngainst rile diffi- 
culties winch superimposu tho golden 
grains of Willow creek up in the old 
Cariboo diggings. Starting nt the dump 
of Mosquito creek, from Which in tho 
palmy days two or three millions were 
washed out. Mr. Laird's ground stretch- 
es about three miles aild a half down 
Willow which Is poetically the con- 
tinuation of the tar-famed Williams 
creek. Thfit it. is. rich at bed rock 
has already^ '•jcrau proven, but how to get 
down to t&<6 lower strata of gravel has I 
proved to be a very knotty question. 
After trying several plans, and en-| 
countering a great deal of trouble witlv 
the water, Mr. Laird adopted tho method 
iu vogue over on the Slough creek prop- 
erty, and going a short distance up the 
hillside sunk u shaft through the rock 
d feet to the creek level, 
a hundred and twelve feet 
more to the bed-rock depth. From the 
bottom of the shaft a tunned was then 
driven which lias now been advanced 
tiOO feet and out to the rock- rim. Si 
far it was all plain sailing, but with the 
rim rock came the foot or so of quick 
sand and "chicken feed," (as the miners 
there call the very tine gravel which 
lines the rock and upon which tho great 
bed of graved rests). So soon as the 
creek channel was tapped, this soft stuff 
which is under considerable pressure, 
threatened to till up the works and to 
get through it into the gravels beyond 
is now the tusk that Mr. Laird lias 
to face. 

During the past season this has been 
attempted by the use of compressed 
! air, and might have possibly have been 
accomplished but for the fact that the 
workmen were not able to keep at it. Of 
course a great deal of work in many parts 
of the continent has beeu put through 
by men working under pressure, but 
when that pressure is bigh the "results are 
often fatal. Thus, when the great St. 
Louis bridge was constructed across the 
Mississippi river no less than 2.000 men 
are said to have been incapacitated, 
tmnny of whom died eventually. But 
up in Cariboo men are not readily found 
who are both accustomed to mining op- 
erations and to working under a pressure 
of even 35 pounds to the inch, ami so 
many delays have been met, as the ill- 
ness of one man would stop the work 
of the whole gang. And so it lit s hap- 
pened that, with the bed-rock almost 
iu reach, the miner's hand cannot be 
outstretched to Teap the golden har- 
vest. However, Mr. Laird is far from 
disheartened. He and the friends that 
are backing lrim are now revolving 
other schemes and have every hope of 
some day getting their reward. 

Xot much trouble has been met from 
water with this year's work, as so far 
it has been found that the big 18-inch 
Cornish pump has been able to handle 
it all. 

Speaking of labor. Mr. Laird say< that 
skilled miners are not very plentiful iu 
Cariboo at present. 'Pile old-timers, the 
gallant survivors of those multitudes 
called up to Cariboo long years ago by 
the cry of "Gold," are now fast disap- 
pearing, or else so far advanced in years 
and travel as to have outgrown their 
days of toil, while of the men coining 
iu of late years few have brought much 
skill or practical knowledge- of mining 
with them. The pay is good— four dol- 
lars to tlie miner and three and a half 
dollars to the laborer, with a dollar a 
day taken off for board, are the ruling 
rate of wages, and with the opening up 
of work 'this spring Mr. Laird thinks that 
the Cariboo would be a good place to 
go in search of work. 

The greatest difficulty with which the 
district has to contend nt the present, 
he says, is the freighting question. It 
is n long haul up that 2.S0 miles, and 
while the government spends a lot of 
money on the road eneh year and does 
all in their power to help out the situ- 
ation, the position of affairs is not yet 
satisfactory. Freights are so high that 
they retard very much tho development 
of the great resources still existing up in 
Cariboo. Mr. Lain), for instance, tells 
of paying eight cents per pound for 
the freighting up of 40 barrels of Fort- 
land cement, each of which would weigh 
about 4<K) pounds. So far this year but 
little hits been hauled on sleighs, there 
not being much snow until Qnesnelle 
is reacdied. 

The introduction of wide tires would, 
he considers, do much to help out the 
difficulty, as the great loads of four or 
live tons now hauled on narrow one-; sink 
right, down through the gravel and bring 
iuj the mud for long stretches.. The 
usual objection urged, namely, that the 
wide wheels would slip mi the icy patches 
should not, he thinks, he taken very ser- 
iously, and, as a business proposition. 
Mr. Laird states that it would pay the 
government tn give away lull sets of 
wide wheels all around, and (bus get 
rid of the narrow ones that destroy so 
much of the work of the road-maker.

Miner's Death.— The dentil occurred 
in Longford, Ireland, on November 24, 
1901, of Mr. .1. C. Browne, son of the 
late William Browne, Clouee, Mob ill. 
Mr. Browne was an old-timer of this 
city. lie emigrated to Australia in 
1854, and went to New Zealand in I860, 
coming to Victoria in 18(i2, at the time 
of the Cariboo gold excitement, on the 
Alice Thorndyke, arriving here on June 
14. There -were ISO passengers on the 
boat, and among them were ex-Chief of 
Police Shephard, the late Capt. Ram- 
sey, Mr. Mackay of James Bay, and 
Mr. James Walsh, a persona] friend of 
Mr. Browne. In 1802 and lSU'i Mr. 
Browne lived on Johnson street. In 
1805 he went to Montana, but iu 1S80- 
Sl and 1SS2 lie was again in Victoria. In 
1SS4 he loft for South America. He re- 
turned home in 188C,_but visitel British 
Columbia iu ISil"-', looking over the mines 
at Kootenay, when ho mot an old friend, 
Capt. Fitzstnbbs. Mr. Browne amassed 
a huge fortune iu South America, and 
was very successful wherever he went. 
He discovered three gold fields in his 
career— the Hibernian Lead, in Ovens 
district, Australia, in 1S(J0; Washington 
Gulch, in 'Montana territory, in I860, 
nnd a placer mine on the Surinam river, 
Dutch Guiana, in 1884. His claim in 
Dutch Guiana consisted of 12,000 acres. 
A short time ngo lie went to Ireland to 
end his days at home. The remains 
were conveyed to Mohill, and the funer- 
al, which was Inrgely attended, took 
plnco on the Tuesday following his de- 
mise. Mr. Browne was one of the host 
known mining men in Montana and 
Idaho, ... -

Miner's Death.— The death occurred 
in Longford, Ireland, <m November -4. 
liXIl, of Mr. J. ('. Browne, son of the 
late William Browne, Clonee, Mohill. 
Mr. Browne was an old-timer of this 
city. Do emigrated to Australia in 
IS54, nud went to .New Zealand in 1SG0, 
coming to Victoria in 18(12, nt the time 
of the Cariboo gold excitement, on the 
Alice Thorndyke, arriving here on June 
14. There were ISO passengers on the 
boat, and among them were ex-Chief of 
Police Shephnrd, the late ('apt. Ram- 
sey, Mr. Mnckay of James .Bay, aud 
Mr. James Walsh, a personal friend of 
Mr. Browne. In 18(52 and 1868 Mr. 
Browne lived on Johnson street. In 
1805 he went to Montana, but in 1880- 
81 and 1882 he was again in Victoria. In 
1884 he left for South America. He re- 
turned home in lS.Sti._but viidtel British 
Columbia in IS'.VJ, looking over the mines 
at Kootenay, when he met an old friend, 
Cnpt. l'itzstubbs. Mr. Browne amassed 
•i huge fortune in South America, aud 
was very successful wherever he went. 
He discovered three gold fields in his 
career — the Hibernian Lead, in Ovens 
district, Australia, in i860; Washington 
Gulch, in Montana territory, in 1805, 
iind a placer mine on the Surinam river. 
Dutch (Jn'rana. in ISS4. His claim in 
Dutch Guiana consisted of 12,000 acres. 
A short time ago he went to Ireland to 
end his days at home. The remains 
wen nveved to Mohill, anil the funer- 
al, which was largely intended, took 
place oil the Tuesday following his de- 
mise. Mr. Browne was one of the best 
known mining nun in Montana and 
Idaho.

Legislative Chambers, March 5.— 
(Fifth Day.) 

Mr. Speaker Pooley entered the cham- 
hor at £2:2o o'clock. 

The Rev. Canon Beanlauds read pray- 
ers. 

On the opening of the House, Mr. 
McOJride enquired of the Premier wheth- 
er in connection with the contract 
brought down last evening, any tole^ 
graphic instructions had (been sent to 
Mr. GreojQshJelds authorizing any 
changes to he made in the contract en- 
tered into with iMessrs. Mackenzie & 
Mann or tho Canadian Northern railway 
company. He feared that there might be 
u "something'' which the government 
had not communicated to tho House. 

Hon. 'Mr. 'Dunsmuir— Well then that 
something will be brought down in due 
course. 

Mr. iMoPhillips objected to the distur- 
bance of the debaters by the uoises of 
the workmen outside. 

-Mr. Hunter— There are other noises 
besides those of the workmen. This 
House might well be protected from 
them. (Laughter.) 

Mr. <Smith Curtis then urged that the 
copy of tho Canadian Northern contract 
be printed so that each member might 
have one. To this, however, the Hon. 
tMr. Wells replied that on Friday they 
hoped to have the contract itself, and 
that he considered that the members of 
the. House should 'be content to wait. 
Upon the motion, however, it was unani- 
mously carried, that the contract bo 
printed and brought down forthwith. 
DEBATE OX lADDRESiS. 
Mr. 'Murphy, on resinning the debate 
upon the iSpeech from the Throne, con- 
tinued to spouk to the point of order 
raised by Mr. Joseph iMurtin. Upon this 
point he thought that through it some 
good had resulted, ns it >rad led Mr. 
IMurtin to state that the government had 
10 votes behind them to put through a 
measure of redistribution. As to the ob- 
jection of Mr. Martin that the carrying 
of this amendment would only mean the 
setting back of the day of redistribution, 
as it would mean, want of confidence in 
the government, he thought that such a 
state of affairs could well be met my 
adjourning the further debate upon the 
'Speech until a measure of redistriliul.ou 
had been brought in. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — It irt the inten- 
tion of the government to Hiring down a 
redistribution bill next week. 

Passing then to the debate. (Mr. 
(Murphy deprecated the low level tc 
which lie thought that it had fallen. 
Extreme words had been bandied back 
and forward by members about what 
they bad said, and what they had done 
outside the House. Those tilings were 
not on record, and lie hoped that they 
would be left lone, as it did no good to 
waste time harping at them. 

Mr. Hunter here objected that Mr. 
Murphy was out of order in idiscllssing 
matters foreign to the amendment, the 
discussion of tin. whole question being 
limited to the mover and seconder of 
the amendment. After some debute, the 
point being decided in Mr. Murphy's 
favor, that gentleman contended that 
no mc-ni'ber should be judged so much by 
what he had said or done on this or that 
occasion, but whether he had stood firm- 
ly to the platform upon which his con- 
stituents hail returned him at the polls, 
lie himself had been elected to oppose 
Mr. Martin, and he was consistent in 
opposing him yet, and so felt still secure. 
He had also differed from the Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmuir upon a matter of the jxilicv 
of the government, but. he did not. think 
that for that he should have been rid 
out of the government party. 

The Premier had accused some of its 
members of treachery, what was that 
treachery'.' A great measure was before 
the House, many supporters of the gov- 
ernment being opposed to the policy of 
the Premier, and it looked us though the 
government would be defeated. How- 
ever instead of awaiting defeat and 
going to the country upon this most im- 
portant measure, and in spite of the fact 
that the sole tie uniting his party was 
ant mM art inism. the 'Premier had not 
hesitated to make an alliance with (Mr. 
-Martin in order to retain his hold on 
office. Thai was the treachery. 

Again as to the treachery against the 
government, everyone was well aware 
that, six of its supporters would oppose 
the government railway policy, on the 
point referring to competition, die (the 
1 remierj was well aware of all this, and 
so there was no secret plotting and no 
ticaohory against him. .An unjustifiable 
coalition was. however, formed and 
through it the vote was one of 24 to 14. 

Passing then from the question of the 
fusion that had taken place, IMr. Murphy 
admitted that the Premier did not wish 
to retain- power in the face of the wish 
of the people. But they hud gone to 
the people and there had lost a cabinet 
minister. This showed that the gov- 
ernment had not the support of the peo-

Canadian Northern, the Premier ha 
time and again stated that he would re- 
sign if Victoria were not made tho 
terminus of this road. But in this con- 
tract there was nothing said about Vic- 
toria. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts hero reminded the 
House that the charter controlled by 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann only takes 
them to the Coast. 

iMr. Murphy, continuing, pointed out 
that the scheme involved a ferry of about 
SO miles from the mainland to Van- 
couver Island. Over this the railway 
people were bound down to maintaining 
a well equipped steam ferry, but that 
might only mean such a service as the 
Charmer gave today between Victoria 
aud Vancouver. It also meant that the 
<'apo iScott road would have to lie built 
to connect with that ferry, and he won- 
dered whether the government intended 
to subsidize that road as they were this 



pie. 

'Mr. 'Murphy, then discussed the ques- 
tion of vacant portfolios, maintaining 
that acting ministers could only be ap- 
pointed when there were actual minis- 
ters, wnose business or ill-health might 
their attention lioing givon to 
affairs.

IMurphy considered that 'the Coast-Koo- 
tenny road, which was hold to lie of such 
importance last year, was today being 
given a very secondary place. Up in Ids 
riding a, great deal of loss was resulting 
tr>in the delay in building such a lino 
as at one mine alone, the Nickel Plate! 
thousands of tons of valuable ore were 
awaiting shipment, and in many casiv& 
prospectors with valuable claims were 
holding on until they were almost too 
poor to put in their assessment work. 
So great was the need that even if the 
government would 'bring down a bill now 
without a competitive clause, in the in- 
terests of his constituents, he would 
support it.

I/ast year the Premier stated, Mr. 
iMlirpliV Avent on to say, that he would 
not build this Cape Scott road without 
Dominion government aid. and if that 
were the ease further delay would lie 
incurred and the whole matter tied up 
indefinitely. It had been stated that 
work was to be begun nt once, hut the 
contract only stated that construction 
should commence before .lime, 1003, and 
it. was to be completed within some live 
years more. So tremendous a grant ns 
that contained in the contract, would 
further, he considered, prevent the Pre- 
mier from ever going to the country 
on the matter. He thought that a nub- 
sidy of 20.(111(1. acres and 1,000 and up- 
wards per mile whs a very great ileal 
indeed to pay for such u work. It was 
said that some of this was good agri- 
cultural land, but he did not Iind that 
any restrictions were to be nindii re- 
garding the railwai rates to be 
charged to the settlers on those 
binds. This contract would place the 
sett 1 rs at the mercy of the road. 
(Son ■ limitations .were found with re- 
gard to the prospecting (or and working 
of mines, but the terms of the contract i 
even here did not meet his approval. 

Mr. Murphy too did not consider that 
it was a binding contract, and read the 
section which referred to the sending 
out and the reports of surveyors, addiug 
that any one supporting such a contract 
as one for a transcontinental railway 
with its termiuus in Victoria was not 
true to the best iuterests of this prov- 
ince. 

Hon. Mr. Cherts— You do want to see 
it built then. 

This Mr. IMurphy denied, asserting 
that he was in favor of the building of 
this road, but Hint be had no doubt 
about its coining through anyway. It 
was built to within MOO miles of the 
Rockies now, and it had to get through 
to salt water some where. lie did not 
think that in procuring the signing of 
such a contract ns this, that Mr. Green- 
shields had upheld his reputation as a 
lawyer representing the rights of the 
people. 

IMr. McPhii:ips--Ho :s serving the 
railway companies. 

Mr. Hunter— He's a foreign htwyer. 
He's not one of tlie set. 

'Mr. Murphy, in concluding his speech, 
found fault with the contract for not 
containing clauses regarding Oriental 
labor, and the control of rates by the 
government. 

Mr. McPhillips began by congratulat- 
ing the mover and seconder of the reply 
to the .Speech upon the way in which 
they had acquitted themselves, and all 
the more from the fact that he could 
read in their minds how irksome was 
their task. ,He had no doubt but that 
they had been forced to their work, lie 
then attacked Mr. Clifford for supporting 
the Quebec motion for an amendment 
to the B. X. A. Act, and very warmly 
defended what he considered to bo the 
integrity of the Ganadia:; nation. 

Complaining of the smnllness of the 
numbers of the members sitting on the 
government side of the House, he held 
that some of its supporters should no 
longer be permitted to occupy the opposi- 
tion benches. He grieved, and was 
sorry indeed that the government should 
continue to sit only on the sulTi'anco of 
the leader ,,f the Liberal party of this 
province. They had but 1-1 members in 
their caucus, and yet held on to their 
oftlces, a state of things never seen be- 
fore unless it Were in the case of Mr.

IMdPhillips and his defecting 
friends were found supporting the finan- 
cial mea's'iires nf the government, and lc 
held that they hud not been moved in 
their actions by anything like ollice 
hunting. 

Hie considered that the building of the 
much talked-of railway would be ()<■ 
great advantage' to the city of Victoria, 
and he hoped that it would soon he built, 
but he hail no confidence in the contract 
brought down or in nny measure that 
that ■would receive the support of the 
provincial leader of the Liberal pn'rty.. 
That gentleman had but lately occupied 
a platform, one of whose planks pro- 
tested against land grants to railways. 
If it were charged that there ivpj-o 
grave inconsistencies on the one side of 
the House, he could only say that they \ 
were not alone in /being required to an- 
swer to. such n charge. 

IMr. iMciPliillips then devotod some I 
time to an attack upon iMr. Martin, hut, 
after being severely corrected by that 
gentleman for misquoting his speeches, 



ho turned his attentions to Mr. Mc- 
Innes, accusing him of using most violent 
language against tho Premier and Mr. 
dJryden iu the last contest up in North 
Nanaimo, while at the present time ho 
was giving his support oa the lloor of 
the House to that very gentleman. To 
these two gentlemen, Messrs.— Martin 
and Midlines, he then attributed an un- 
dying thirst for vengeance against Mr. 
iDunsmuir's administration, and assum- 
ing the role of a prophet declared that 
they were only waiting for that par- 
ticular moment when by withdrawing 
their support the fall of the government 
would be the more humiliating. 

Referring to the present campui;in in 
the city of Victoria, he considered that 
in case that the .Minister of Mines should 
bo defeated in the contest, then the gov- 
ernment ought to resign. 

'Here Mr. Martin asked Mr. McPhil- 
lips whether if Colonel Prior were re- 
turned at the head of the polls would lie 
consider that he (iMePhilljps) should re- 
sign us. no longer representing the view's 
of the electorate of the city. -Mr. Mc- 
Phillips, however, did nut quite see it iu 
that light. He then criticized the var- 
ious clauses of the coutract seriatim, 
and having spoken for over two hours, 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 
This was assented to. 
Hon. Mr. Wells then intimated that 
the draft contract would be printed in 
time to distribute to the members to- 
morrow. 

The 'House thou adjourned until to- 
morrow at 2 o'clock.

NAVY L'EAOUE. 

Questions of Interest Discussed at the 
Regular Monthly Meeeting. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
committee of the British Columbia 
Branch of the Navy league was held 
yesterday afternoon, when a goodly num- 
ber attended. After, the routine busi- 
ness had been gone through, the secre- 
tary reported that the communications 
on increased docking facilities had been 
forwarded to the Premier of Canada, 
and the head ollice of the league in 
London: also that the Ladysmith Day 
celebration on the 28th ult. had heeu 
highly appreciated, as was evinced by 
the numerous congratulatory communi- 
cations and expressions he had received, 
evidently showing that the objects of 
the league are taking hold of the pub- 
lic mind. 

A resolution favoring colonial naval 
support being discussed at the approach- 
ing colonial conference in London dur- 
ing the coronation ceremonies, in June 
next, was adopted and ordered that 
copies he sent to the heads of the gov- 
ernment in Canada and the parent 
league. London. 

It was also resolved that a special 
fund be inaugurated for purposes of 
literature and school prizes on naval 
subjects, which it is hoped will meet 
with the hearty response it deserves, so 
that a kuowldge of naval matters may 
he widely disseminated.

Tokyo, Feb. 21.— Japan has cone wild 
with delight over the conclusion of tho 
ew Anglo-Japaueae alliance, ami is only 
inslderlne how best to celebrate. Until 
.ao ratification everything Is in embryo, 
but some of the communities will not lie 
denied. There 1ms been an elaborate torcu- 
Ught procession at Tokyo, besides the form- 
al Interchange of congratulations at a Joint 
meeting held by the two Houses of the 
Diet at which Sir Claude MacDonald, the 
English minister, was present. At the var- 
ious towns in Japan special celebrations 
have already been' held or are In contem- 
plation The vernacular press Is brimming 
over witti cheerful forecasts of the result 
of the "diplomatic union," flags are flying, 
and altogether young Japan Is putting Itsen 
on the back. Hut there Is no sign of undue 
exaltation over the event. Ex-Minister oi 
Foreign Affairs Kato. touched the keynote 
of popular; sentiment the other day when 
In a speech touching the proper methods of 
receiving the news of the alliance, lie said 
Unit Japan should accept her position with 
all dignity. There should be no question 
of using the opportunity for asking Eng- 
land to aid in the Introduction of foreign 
capital Into Japan. Such a course would be 
like a bridegroom asking his father-in-law 
for money on tho day of the wedding. It 
would be fitting, said Mr. Kato, that Japan 
should signalize the occasion by sending 
over to the naval review to be held at 
Spltliead during King Edward's coronation, 
some representative warships, which would 
be more effective than oratory or cheap 
champagne in a dark corner of the Empire, 
This idea of Mr. Kato'fi has tnken bold, and , 
today It Is reported that Premier Katsura 
has obtained the sanction of the Emperor 
to send a (lrst class battleship and a cruiser 
to take part In the Spltaead naval .lemon 
Btratlon. The Chambers of Commerce

attend the coronation ceremonies. Anotli 
eri feature this spring will be Joint naval 
manoeuvres by the British and Japanese 
fleets in the China sea In honor of the cou 
elusion of the alliance. The British were 
going to hold manoeuvres there anyway, 
and now it Is proposed that their Btniadrt 
shall be reinforced by ships from the Jap- 
anese fleet. As It happens. Russia Is Ji re- 
paring to hold naval manoeuvres in the 
same region about the same time, and the 
coincidence has been noted. 

Marquis Ito, ex-Premier, who has been 
on a triumphal tour of the world, is ex- 
pected to arrive at Nagasaki, Japan, on the 
liiith Inst. His return will be made tho 
signal for a marked demonstration of wel- 
come. Quite a controversy has been raging 
Since the announcement of the conclusion 
of the alliance, as to what Japanese states- 
man that consummation was due. Natural- 
ly tho present Premier Katsura, with the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Komnra, takes 
credit, while Baron Inouye. Viscount Aokl 
and other prominent diplomats tire accord- 
ed n share In the honors. But curiously 
enough, although Marquis Ito was not in 
London when the treaty was signed, and It 
Is more than rumored that he was half In- 
clined to treat with Itussla for an alliance; 
still the popular sentiment ascribes to 
Marquis Ito the ICtll credit for the con- 
clusion of the convention. The Marquis, on 
his return trip has been received with °ui- 
pressemeut at China ports. Sir Henry 
Blake, governor of Hongkong, presiding 
over a welcoming mooting In bis honor. 
Already r.i representative committee of 
statesmen, politicians and editors have left 
for Nagasaki to receive him on landing 
there, and the signs are that he will re- 
ceive a royal reception in Tokyo. Th-

Yokohama, l.;yi>. Sft.— Th* 't$$. 'oi Mr. Gil- 
more, third officer '6f the British steamer 
AJax, has become an International affair. 
In April la&t year Gltmore struck a dis- 
obedient, abusive coolie named Tanaka. 
and doctors testifying that the latter would 
be Incapacitated from work for two weeks, 
Gllmore was sentenced to 15 days' Impris- 
onment, according to Japanese law. While 
in prison he was sued by Tenaka for y-11) 
damages, but by some mistake on the part 
of the prison-keepers, he was not notified, 
and judgment was accordingly given against 
him by default. The amount was after- 
wards scaled down to yl8.00. but the costs 
of the proceedings still rested In addition 
against Gllmore. The latter appealed and 
the case went to the British government. 
The flret word came from England yester- 
day, when the Imperial government of 
Great Britain intimated that although It 
heard that the delinquent prison-keepers 
had been punished, still they thought that 
did not reimburse Mr. Gllmore. ami they 
suggested that the Japanese government 
reconsider their decision and Indemnify 
Mr. Gllmoiir for bis costs. Today a tele- 
gram from Tokyo states that the Japanese 
authorities see no reason why they should 
indemnify Mr. Gllmore for his costs. The 
resnir Is considered Interesting at this 
Inncture, as showing the hard and fast 
line drawn between International affairs 
anil affairs that are purely domestic al- 
though relating to nationals of the two 
countries. 

The news of the dual alliance has already 
stiffened China and Korea. The Chinese 
plenipotentiaries have definitely rejected 



one of the chief mining stipulations In tho 
new Mauchurlau convention with Russia, 
and u Korean official has actually torn 
down a line of telegraph poles which were 
being run through Korean territory with- 
out due authority. 

'Little has been done in the) way of re- 
covering dead bodies from the snowdrifts 
round Aomori, where a battalion was re- 
cently frozen to death during a snow 
uiarcn. Out of 210, about a dozen survivors 
are accounted for and up to the -1th lust. 
133 bodies had been recovered by the aid 
of dogs, dleavy snow storms hinder the 
operations. The subscription lists for the 
sufferers roach Into the ylO.QUO limit. In 
the meantime the ardour' of the Japanese 
troops is nut dampened, and many battal- 
ions Insist on prosecuting dangerous march- 
es in the snow. 

The loot affair Is dwindling. Two officers 
are under arrest and are said to have con- 
fessed to "embezzling" horseshoe silver. 
Thqy are to be tried by court martial. 
Several domiciliary search-visits were paid 
to the houses of other suspects, hut as 
the matter had been freely discussed be- 
forehand, nothing of an Incriminating na- 
ture was found. The government in Hplte 
of newspaper attacks and "Interpellations"

ping the scandal in the bad.

Facts About the Great Road 
Now Pushing Towards the 
Pacific. 



It Will Make Victoria the Out- 
let For Transcontinental 
Traffic. 



Tho Canadian Northern Railway com- 
pany is formed by the amalgamation 
of the Winnipeg Groat Northern Railway 
company and the Lake Manitoba Rail- 
way and Canal company, the agreement 
for that purpose being approved by an 
order in council of January 13, 180!). 
With the same company there is also 
amalgamated the Manitoba & South- 
Eastern Railway company, the agree- 
ment to that effect being approved by 
an order in council of May 2, liKX). 
The above railways are comprised in 
the Canadian Northern railway system 
and under the name of that company. 
The company has also leased from the 
government of Manitoba the Northern 
Pacific system in that province. Speak- 
ing of the Canadian Northern, the "Wiu- 
uipeg Telegram says: 

"It was expected that the Canadian 
Northern company would be able to 
complete the road from Winnipeg to 
Fort Arthur in time to carry out part 
of the year's enormous crop prior to 
the close of navigation, hut this was 
unfortunately impossible. A reduc- 
tion of 7 1-2 per cent was, however, 
immediately made in local freight 
rates and the first train over the com- 
pleted road arrived at Winnipeg from 
Tort Arthur on January 1. 1902. Since 
that time a further reduction of 2c 
per 100 pounds has been made in the 
transportation charges on grain, flour, 
oatmeal and mil! stuffs for all Cana- 
dian Northern lines in Manitoba. 

The Canadian Northern railway in 
Manitoba runs from two points on the 
international boundary — near the Lake 
of the Woods and at Emerson, on the 
west of the Red river — proceeding 
northwest and due north by the re- 
spective lines to Winnipeg; west from 
Morris (half way between Emerson 
and Winnipeg) 100 miles across the 
central portion of Manitoba and from 
Winnipeg to the extreme northwest 
corner of the province, through the 
wonderfully fertile country that has 
only recently been opened up between 
Lakes Manitoba, Dauphin, and Win- 
nipegosis and the Riding, Duck and 
Porcupine mountains, broadly designated 
as the Dauphin country, in common par- 
lance. 

. The building of these railroads, in- 
volving the expenditure of millions of 
dollars would never have been prac- 
ticable but for the generous assistance 
'of the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments. This lias been given un- 
grudgingly ia the shape of land and 
money, and thus the settlement, cul- 
tivation and development of the re- 
sources of thi? province have been 
made possible. Millions of acres of 
land have been made available' and 
presented gratuitousdly to everyone who 
eared to apply for and appropriate them. 
The United States railroads, with the 
exception of the f!roat Northern— which 
runs over the ('. P. R. as far as Win-' 
nip£S— all stop at the international boun- ' 
dary. 

Tho Canadian Xo'rthc/rli is gridironing 
the province of Manitoba with branch 
'lines iu competition with the C. P. R., 
and is thus establishing a profit making 
system, which will the better enable it 
to complete its transcontinental line. Tho 
latter will not invade the territory of 
the <3. P. R.. but it will open to settle- 
ment and development the Greater 
Northwest which lies north and west 
of the "North Saskatchewan river and 
which is as far superior in fertility, 
mineral and timber resources to the 
country traversed by the C. P. R. as 
the latter is to the great American Des- 
ert .lying south of the international 
boundary. 

The main lino of the Canadian Nor- 
thern is now completed westward to 
within a few miles of 'Prince Albert, on 
the North Saskatchewan, whence it will 
run westward to Battlcford, Edmonton, 
Yellow Head I'ass, Qtiesne] and Bute 
iniet, across Seymour S'nrows, and down 
Vancouver Island to Victoria, where it 
will establish its head otlices for the 
Pacific division and its ocean terminus. 

Surveyors have been in the field all 
winter locating the line from Prince 
Albert westward, and with the opening 
of spring grading and tracking will be 
proceeded with. It is quite likely that 
operations will he carried on from Ed- 
monton and Prince Albert simultaneous- 
ly so as to complete that link in the 
trans-continental line as speedily as pos- 
sible, while work west from Edmonton 
will be vigoroi^ly pushed. 

The advantage of beginning work at 
iP>nto inlet and pushing east to meet the 
parties working westward is fully real- 
ized by Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, who 
only await the ratification of the con- 
tract now beforf the British Columbia 
government to proceed with the work.

They would thus be enabled to secure 
supplies to advantage and would be in 
a position to import steel rails from 
Great Britain 'round the Horn, instead 
of hauling Uiem by rail from the At- 
lantic coast. 

While the Canadian Northern is rap- 
idly extending its line westward it is 
also quietly reaching out towards its 
eastern ocean terminus — Hudson's bay — 
and by the time the .first Canadian 
Northern train runs into Victoria it is 
hoped that the line may be completed 
from ocean to ocean — an accomplish- 
ment which will place Victoria over l.IMMJ 
miles nearer Liverpool than she is today, 
and revolutionize the carrying trade of 
more than half the continent. 

From the foregoing brief description 
of tho Canadian Northern's progress and 
aims Victorians may easily realize the 
importance of securing the entrance of 
the road to this city.

When the steamer Walla Walla picked 
up the British ship Nelson, on hur 
beam ends off tho coast while the steam- 
er was on route here in early Decem- 
ber, and towed her to Seattle where a 
libel claim was 'tiled for salvage, there 
was some comment regurdiug why the 
inbound steamer passed this port to take 
her prize to Port Townseud. Shipping 
iiiou explained at the time that vessels 
which find distressed ijhjys, such as tho 
Nelson, can always secure larger amounts 
of salvage from the United States ad- 
miralty courts, and this seems to be 
the case, from comparisons of awards 
made in rucont cases. The sum of $30,- 
245 has been awarded to the steamer 
Cottage City for rescuing the swanier 
City of Seattle from a periloua position 
in Lynn canal HOVeral months ago— a ser- 
vice similarly reuderod to tho City of

There is some anxiety for the vessels 
of the sealing fleet on account of the 
report of Capt. .Johnson of the steam 
schooner Lakme, which has arrived at 
Astoria from San Francisco. He states 
that when eight miles west of Cape 
Lookout on Sunday last, he sighted a 
two-masted schooner, bottom up, with 
one of the masts trailing alongside.

Several ships passed up yesterday. 
The delayed German bark iSchifl'bek, a 
vessel of 2..YJ7 tons, which left Paula 
Hosalia on January 111, and which has 
been drifting of!' the coast for a month 
between the latitude of the Columbia 
and Cape Flattery, encountering all the 
recent storms, was towed up to Ta- 
eomn, She was spoken off the Columbia 
nearly a month ago hy the ship Belford.

•which port she left on February 8, and 
had a rough passage up. The Charmer 
passed up after a long passage from 
■San Francisco, to load coal at Lttdy- 
smith for Honolulu. 

The Maedi.-irmid is at the Outer wharf 
discharging cargo. She "was anchored 
in the Roads when the southeaster blew 
on Monday, the seas ywept on. her 
decks. Dr. Watt. Pilot Thompson, and 
others who had boarded her in a launch 
hefore the gale started, had to spend 
the night on board. While waiting for 
the doctor to make his inspection, the 
storm started and some seas getting into 
the launch put out her tires. When 
the naptha was relit the launch man 
started for port, leaving his company 
on board. They spent the night on 
board, the doctor sleeping on a table, 
and the pilot pacing the deck.

Log Scaling and Dyking Acts Intro- 
duced in the Legislature. 

The Log Scaling Act which, was in- 
troduced into the (Legislature provides for 
the appointment of licensed scalers who 
shall be placed undur the supervision of 
a supervisor to whose duties is added 
that of acting as arbiter in case of dis- 
putes arising between vendors aud pur- 
chasers of timber, etc. For such ser- 
vices, in addition to the reasonable ex- 
penses incurred, the fees are lixed as 
follows: 

For scaling logs and spars, 5 cents per 
1,000 feet. 

For measuring piles and poles, 5 cents 
per 2,(KX1 lineal feet. 

For measuring railway ties and cedar 
holts, 5 cents per cord of lliii cubic 
feet. 

The bill further provides that the seni- 
ors shall cut, measure J'nirly to the best 
of their skill, stamp with a govern- 
ment stamp, and make ofilcial returns 
of all timber that is to be meas- 
ured, being subject, in case of

It further provides that no sale of tim- 
ber, etc., is enforceable unless 6calod 
by the proper authority, and that no 
timber shall be sawn unless scaled, the 
penalty for such an offence being $1,000. 

The use of tho British Columbia log 
scale is also adopted.

After a pre- 
amble it sets forth that it has been as- 
certained that an. additional amount is 
required to complete the works in an 
efficient and proper manner and to im- 
mediately protect the hanks of the Fra- 
ser river at two points from further 
encrochmenta imperiling the safety of
